HE United Kingdom Permit 
aE Office announces that on and 
after Tuesday children between 
the ages of twelve and sixteen will 
not be allowed to travel from Eire 
to Britain unless they possess pass- 
ports or travel permits in their own 
names.

twelve, who are accompanied by 
parents or guardians the names of 


passports or permits of those parents 
or guardians. If the parents do not 
make personal application for such 
endorsement the passport officials 
will require evidence to show that 
application is authorised by 
them. 

The regulation does not apply to 
children going to Northern Ireland, 
although if they are over «fourteen 
they must carry @ document of 


identity.

Increasing pressure by the 
Russians below Kiev is forcing the 
Germans to fight a “ small--scale war 
on two fronts ’’—in other words, at 
both ends of the 60 miles sector 
between Cherkassy and Kremenchug. 

German counter-attacks are being 
staged to check the encirclement of 
the Cherkassy — but the 
Russians are pushing on from the 
Kremenchug zone at a pace averag- 
ing three miles daily for the past 
week, bringing a new threat to the 
German flank. ' 

South-west from Kremenchug, the 
Soviet advance has _ brought 
Znamenka, rail link between Krivoi 
Rog and the Kiev front, within gun- 
fire. Inside the Dnieper bend, the 
return of clear weather has signal- 
ised renewed Red Army blows 
against the Krivoi-Rog-Nikopol de- 
fences. 

Fighting is also said to have

AN APPRECIATION 


Ralph Brereton Barry has passed 
away as his great gifts for his pro- 
fession reached maturity and his 
achievement in it had become 
assured. Colleagues will pay his 
memory honour in that sphere; there 
can be none of them but found him 
courteous, wise and fair. 

On the wider circle lit by talents 
so varied as were his there will now 
lie shadows, as on the going out of 
a lamp whose flame was trusted to 
be steady and benignant. His was a 
life which, when his work allowed, 
was much devoted to the arts. and, 
one likes to feel assured, was much 
enriched by them. Attracted to a 
stage career in his youth, he never 
lost his love of acting and the 
theatre, and could delight the ear 
with a store of repetitions from the 
finer plays. Widely and deeply read, 
he was often able to lighten the 
common round for others with im- 
aginative phrase, sympathetic line, 
humorous analogy, flowing freshly 
from the resources of his mind. 
Painting he valued by standards that 
were sincerely personal, standards he 
supported by frequent acquisitions of 
pictures, that he liked. Cultured in 
these ways he found wide interest in 
people _ also. Youth, however 
difident or sensitive, could rely on 
the gift in him, one which is all too 
rare, of being able to guide 
enthusiasm without resort to dogma 
or pedantry: Among contemporaries.

Are all sueh hopes 
illusory? Is it conceivable that 
the Governments of both States 
will persist in regarding each 
other as strangers In a strange 
land? Must their post-war re- 
construction and development 
plans be conceived and carried 
into effect as though an ocean, 
rather than an invisible line of 
demarcation, lay between the 
people of the six, and the 
twenty-six counties? Why—it 
may be asked—is it necessary to 
stress such questions at the 
present time? It is for the reason 
that Ministers in Dublin and Bel- 
fast persist in taking almost 
diametrically opposite views as to 
the practical possibilities of 
economic prevision. 

As a first, and necessary, step 
towards the preparation of 
practical plans by which to bridge 
immediate post-war employment 
difficulties, and therewith, so far 
as may be possible, to lay the 
foundations for later develop- 
ments, the Government of 
Northern Ireland has invoked the 
assistance of two bodies of semi- 
official volunteers. One of the 
hodies—the Planning Advisory 
Board—consists of industrial and 
social leaders charged to advise 
Ministers on general questions ot 
planning policy. The other body 
—the Planning Commission—is 
composed of all the city and 
county surveyors in the Provinco, 
together with the expert advisers 
of harbour and water authorities 
and of Government departments 
Under the chairmanship of a 
British planning expert the Com- 
mission discharges twc interlocked 
duties, It controls what is known 
as, “‘interim development ’”’ by 
preventing operations which 
would cut across the lines of local 
or provincial plans; and it meets 
regularly to organise surveys of 
all urban and rural areas as the 
essential material from which a 
comprehensive bod of synthetic 
plans for the six-county area may 
gradually be evolved ‘Thus, at 
this stage, the Commission’s job 
is not to produce “ blue prints — 
but to collect, evaluate and 
present data on which to strike 
some kind of true balance between 
urban and rural—farming and 
factory—interests. Such is Nor- 
thern Ireland’s realistic approach 
te reconstruction problems. 
What steps have been taken by 
Mr. de Valera and his colleagues 
to lay the foundations for a 
national reconstruction plan? So 
far as it is possible to gather 
they have been few and 
fragmentary. Isolated depart- 
mental projects for the re- 
crganisation of public transport, 
for arterial drainage, and for rural 
electrification are said to be under 
consideration: and local authori- 
ties are supposed to be busy pre- 
paring tentative plans for the 
provision of various kinds of post- 
war employment.

Nobody will continue to expend 
money on exterminating his own 
particular family of rats if the 
man next door is unwittingly 
sending new hordes to take the 
place of those that have departed. 
If, however, the presence of rats 
on one’s premises left one open 
to an immediate summons, and 
a heavy fine, as it does in England 
and the six counties, a general 
campaign against the scourge 
quickly might be got under way. 
It has been calculated that the 
rat does one pennyworth , of 
damage a day to property, cloth- 
ing and foodstuffs, and that there 
are, at least, three rats per head 
of the population. Their tastes 
are catholic—they find nutriment 
in the most unlikely objects. A 
form of jaundice, which is con- 
veyed by rats, is prevalent 
in this country, particularly in 
the south and west, while the 
parasites borne by the rats are at 
large almost everywhere. There is 
little that the private individual 
can do to protect himself against 
these infections, and unless he 
wishes to spend an unconscionable 
part of his time upon rat-hunting, 
even less to rid himself of the 
scourge itself. The extermina- 
tion of the rats is a matter for 
the experts — the necessity for 
their extermination is the concern 
of the public health authorities. 
The only relevant legislation in 
existence at the moment is the 
1919 Rat and Mouse Destruction 
Act. With clothing and food- 
stuffs in their present state of 
scarcity surely t'> Government 
could devise a stronger and more 
up-to-date deterrent against a 
scourge that daily is doing 4c :-

The mors than two miles long
